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new faces at avila 



nice guys 
finish first 



In this day of riots and student unrest, 
a dean would be wise to plan a course of 
action if faced with student “revolution.” 
Should the students of Avila ever decide 
to take over the administration building, 
the Academic Dean has but one request: 
“Leave me with enough food for the 
duration!” 

Such comments are characteristic of 
G. Richard Scott, who has carried his 
sense of humor throughout his teaching 
career, right into the Dean’s Office. Mr. 
Scott joined the faculty of Avila as a 
part-time instructor in the summer of 
1964. In 1967, he became a full-time 
professor of history and government. 
Since then he has consistently 
demonstrated his interest in students. As 
faculty representative to the 
Administrative Council, he became 
acquainted with the challenges that faced 
the college. In June, 1970, Mr. Scott 
succeeded Sr. Patricia Marie Hix as 
Academic Dean, and soon after helped to 
initiate the calendar change, the interim, 
and the curriculum revision. 

An incurable optimist, he sees a bright 
future for the small liberal arts college. 
Communication between students and 
faculty coupled with a positive and 
innovative approach lend an atmosphere 
of personalized education. Mr. Scott 
emphasizes the need to change with the 
times. “A college, like the economy, must 
follow the laws of supply and demand,” 
the Keynesian economist declares. “It is 
up to the students to make their demands 
known in a positive and constructive 
way.” 

Mr Scott also pointed out the 
potentials of the college. The innovations 



of the last year will be evaluated and 
improved during the current school term. 
The interim, will hopefully be broadened 
in scope. The Dean emphasized the 
advantages of the practicum over the 
formal classroom courses of the interim. 
The other KCRCHE schools are now 
reviewing the possibilities of 
implementing their own calendar 
revisions. With their change will come 
more opportunity for intcr-sehool 
cooperation. 

The Dean’s Office will also be 
evaluating the pass/fail option. Now used 
on a limited scale, it offers the student a 
tool for experimentation with courses 
without jeopardizing his overall grade 
point average. It also provides an easier 
and fairer method of evaluation for 
seminars and student’s classes. 

A limited program of credit by 
examination is already in effect. Subject 
to the approval of department heads, it 
allows students to receive credit hours for 
courses in which they already have 
proficiency. Like the interim, the credit 
by exam has many potentials. Student 
demand and acceptance will be major 
factors in its success or failure. 

Also on the drawing board are 
programs for study abroad. The 
feasibility of cooperation among the area 
colleges is now under consideration. 

Mr. Scott emphasized the need for 
student involvement in all phases of their 
education. Efforts to establish and utilize 
lines of communication must be 
two-sided. As Dean, Mr. Scott is doing his 
part. 



Freshmen and transfer students are 
not the only ones becoming accustomed 
to life at Avila these first weeks; the 
sixteen new faculty members are also 
getting acquainted with their new 
surroundings. The new faculty members 
are in the Art, Biology, Chemistry, 
Education, English, Nursing, Psychology, 
and Speech and Theatre departments. 
They have all commented that the 
friendly and open atmosphere on campus 
makes teaching here enjoyable and has 
made them feel very welcome. 

Mrs. Bonnie Ainsworth, an instructor 
in Parent-Child Nursing, teaches 
Pediatrics to Senior Nursing students. She 
received her B. S. N. from the University 
of Kansas, and taught at St. Mary’s 
Hospital School of Nursing for five years. 
Mrs. Ainsworth has a Vh year old son, 
and her interests include sewing, 
homemaking, motherhood, and nursing. 

Having been the head of the Art 
department at St. Joseph’s Academy in 
St. Louis for ten years, Sr. Colette Marie 
Doering is now at Avila, but not for the 
first time. During alternate summers since 
1959, Sr. Colette taught summer sessions 
at Avila, and has had a chance to see the 
campus grow. She is teaching several Art 
courses: Ceramics I, II, and HI, Sculpture 
I, and Drawing III. In the drawing class 
professional models, both male and 
female, have been used at Avila for the 
first time. While discussing art education 
in schools. Sister commented, “People are 
now realizing and appreciating the 
importance of art in the total education 
of the person, and no longer consider it as 
just a hobby.” She received her B. A. 
from Fontbonne College and her M. A. 
from the University of Illinois. The 
banner hanging in the chapel was 
designed and made by Sr. Colette. 



The Chemistry department also has a 
new addition, Sr. Marie Joan Harris. 
Sister teaches Physical Analytical 
Chemistry here, and spends the rest of 
her time at Kansas University, doing 
research for her dissertation in Chemistry. 
Before beginning her graduate studies at 
Kansas University in 1966, she taught 
seventh and eighth grade Math in 
Littletown, Colorado. 

Mrs. Helen Hill teaches Mental Health 
Nursing. Born in Oklahoma, she received 
her B. S. N. E. from St. Louis University 
and her M. N. from the University of 
Kansas. She has taught in schools in 
Oklahoms City, St. Louis, and Columbus, 
Ohio. Mrs. Hill’s family, which includes 
six children, is her main interest.

AVILA’S NEW ? 

In our country there is a “media gap” much akin to the credibility 
gap. Reporting on television and radio can sensationalize or de-emphasize 
the importance of a matter. It is not a question of false reporting, but of 
human misinterpretation. For this, both sides must share the blame. 

Newspapers have their own special faults. They can exaggerate and 
criticize without cause; they can tell some views, but not all views; they 
can pay homage to the almighty fact, and ply the reader with objective 
double-talk; they can follow the subjective mode of “new journalism”. 
This holds no less true for college newspapers than city publications, 
depending on their aims. 

The Avila press has but one responsibility to the academic 
community it serves — the search for truth. The purpose of this paper is 
not merely to inform, but to implement new ideas, accept and give 
constructive criticism, and print representative views of people on and off 
campus. Through these, we sincerely hope to find truth. 

It is not an easy task. There is no journalism depar tment to produce 
this paper. Instead,^ there is a small group of concerned students, Mrs. 
Fairchild, faculty moderator, and our consultant George Banfield. We 
accept the challenge with both eagerness and uncertainty, knowing that 
truth is often hard-won. We will not abuse our power, but will use it to 
encourage more responsible academic freedom. May we all learn and grow 
in the coming year.

“I’d like to see more creativity and 
greater participation in the Masses here 
on campus,” said Father Fitzsimmons in 
an interview. Father directs his own life 
style toward involvement with other 
people and in the Church. Besides 
continuing his second year as Avila’s 
chaplain, he recently assumed the 
position of chancellor for this diocese. 



“There is a need to utilize a person’s 
creative talents in the Mass,” Father 
believes. “In fact, there is no better way 
to worship God than with the abilities He 
gave you.” These abilities may be artistic, 
as seen in the colorful banners that hang 
in the chapel. They may be musical; one 
can often hear students singing popular 
mass songs to guitar accompaniment. If 
the talent is for organization, there are 
practices to plan, songs to type and 
mimeograph, Scriptures to read. But 
everyone can find some way to 
contribute to the liturgical celebration. 

In some services, secular literature and 
music is incorporated into the Mass. 
Poetry and prose selections are read in 
lieu of the traditional Bible. Father 
Fitzsimmons feels “this is fine, perhaps, 
for a penance service, but Scripture is the 
Word of God coming to us, and it should 
not be replaced.” 



Guitar masses are very popular because 
of their relevance to the contemporary 
youth scene. However, not all music and 
dancing will bring men closer to God, and 
this is the purpose of the Mass; a relevant 
liturgy fulfills this purpose. 
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Another new change in the Mass is the 
dialogue homily. It is an exchange of 
ideas and reactions between the celebrant 
and the laity. There are times when 
people find it hard to carry on a dialogue 
homily, and other times, people feel free 
to speak up. Father says that it is wise to 
determine whether the general mood of 
the people at Mass calls for a dialogue or 
a sermon in the traditional manner. 
Again, this is part of a relevant liturgy. 

Because of the emphasis placed today 
on women’s rights, Father responded to 
the question of the woman’s role in the 
Church. Some individuals and 
organizations, such as the National 
Assembly of Women Religious, protest 
against discrimination in the Catholic 
Church. Says Father: “Scripture does not 
indicate that women are to be priests. It 
is not a part of their nature. St. Paul 
extols the virtues of some women, but 
nowhere in the Bible will you find any 
indication that women are meant to enter 
the priesthood.” 

Regardless which side of the issue 
claims your vote, it is agreed that 
involvement of some kind adds new 
depth to the liturgy and gives most 
people a keener awareness of their 
relationship with God and fellow human 
beings. But it is not until more people 
participate actively in the Mass that we 
can fully realize the words of one song 
that claims “we will walk with each 
other, we will walk hand in hand . . . and 
together we’ll spread the news that God is 
in our land. And they’ll know we are 
Christians by our love, by our love ...” 
Do they know we are Christians by our 
love?

The time is fast approaching when 
American men and women will go to the 
polls to elect candidates to the highest 
legislative body in this country. The 
results of that election will be reflected in 
the domestic and foreign policies of the 
United States in the coming years. 

Movement for a New Congress is a 
campus-based organization operating 
within the American political system to 
affect this election. It is dedicated to 
reversing American war policy and 
reordering American priorities by electing 
men committed to these goals to the 
Congress of the United States in 
November. 

Currently there are about 350 local 
chapters of the MNC in more than 35 
states. More than 25,000 persons took 
part in primaries through the MNC. Many 
more are expected to work with us in the 
fall. 

The Movement will be active in 
between 60 and 70 campaigns this fall. 
Suitable candidates — chosen for their 
stands on the war question, civil rights, 
urban affairs and environmental concerns 

— will be supported where they have a 
reasonable chance to defeat candidates 
who are deemed unsuitable. 

Support to candidates is given 
primarily in supplying volunteer workers 
for their campaigns. These are used 
mainly for voter registration and 
canvassing drives. They are organized by 
local offices in cooperation with the 
campaign staffs of the candidates. 

The local offices, in turn, are 
coordinated by regional offices, of which 
there is generally one per state. The 
national office supplies expertise advice 
and the names of volunteers in the area. 
Also available from the national office is 
research on candidates’ records as well as 
detailed information on campaign tactics. 

The MNC is seeking the support of 
students and faculty members who share 
its goals and favor working within the 
system to attain them. Any interested in 
setting up a local chapter or working for 
one in your area we invite to contact the 
national office; Box 810, Princeton, N. J.

“I’ll never forget turning around to go 
downstairs, and remembering they hadn’t 
gotten the steps put in yet!” “Or how 
about the time the door knob came off 
and one of the proctors was locked out 
all night!” Vivid memories come to mind 
quickly, memories of those first days at 
Avila. But special memories belong to the 
freshmen and transfer students who 
inherited the joys of apartment living. 

The prolonged construction strike has 
postponed the completion of the second 
dorm, forcing the administration to seek 
off campus housing for another semester. 
This year the Windsong apartments was 
chosen as the new residence for 
approximately ninety girls, the majority 
of them freshmen. The students commute 
to and from campus by school bus for 
meals and classes. 

Reaction to the apartments was varied. 
Some were impressed, but more were 
disappointed. Not only were the girls 
confronted with a strange environment, 
but an unfinished one as well. They 
found themselves amidst the melee of 
construction. Stairs and ceilings were still 
under construction; telephones and 
draperies were not yet installed; 
individual units were void of 
air-conditioning while temperature 
readings soared. As the initial problems 
subsided, the girls began to enjoy their 
new surroundings, which happen to 
include a swimming pool.

About a month has elapsed since the 
girls moved into the apartments. Having 
adapted, they now have more time for 
excitement. Recreation includes mud 
fights, cricket chasing, and the most 
common past-time, “date-watching.” 
There are song fests on the balconies, 
popcorn and pizza parties, 
weightwatching contests, card playing, 
and conversation in the wee hours of the 
morning.

“Once upon a time there was this 
fairy, ya see. ’n she has these friends. 
(They were fairies, too.) They used to get 
together and have a gay, old time, dancin’ 
and singin’ and carryin’ on in the queerest 
way! By pure happenchance, a man came 
upon them one day, and what happened 
after that was definitely not a happy 
ending.” 

THE BOYS IN THE BAND could 
make an easy target for barbs like this if 
it were merely a comedy. But 
homosexuality is a tender subject and not 
to be taken lightly. Mort Crowley, despite 
the often ironic humor of the situation, 
presents a seriously sympathetic pleas on 
behalf of homosexuals. 

The movie unfolds as the characters 
make ready for Harold’s birthday party. 
It is to be held at Michael’s apartment, 
which he shares with Donald on 
weekends. Also coming to the party are 
Bernard, Larry and Hank, Emery, and of 
course, Harold. Michael’s former college 
roommate, Allen, barges in 
unsuspectingly. The resulting conflict is 
tense, emotional, and revealing. 

First encountered as a comic “lump”, 
the BOYS IN THE BAND develop their 
individual personalities with touching 
accuracy. There is Michael, wanting so 
desperately to be “straight,” yet resorting 
to a flippant overplay of his problem as a 
cover-up for his desire to be normal. His 
lover, Donald, is a young man of much 
compassion. He is serious, and the film 
seems rather inattentive to this quiet 
member of the group. Yet Donald is the 
anchor of the BOYS, a semblance of 
hope. There is Bernard, a “swinging” 
black, who is more sensitive to his 
problem than even he knows. Hank, soon 
to be divorced, shares an apartment with 
his lover, Larry, who cannot stand Hank’s 
possessiveness, yet loves him deeply in 
spite of it. Not to be forgotten is Emery, 
the stereotyped homomsexual, who 
would “make anyone a great, little wife”. 
Emery gives Harold a well-built, dumb 
blonde cowboy (a play on contemporary 
sex themes?) as a gift. Harold, a fussy, 
primping man is delighted. He is 
extremely shrewd and intelligent, one 
suspects. 

The only way one can react to the film 
is to react to the characters. They ARE 
the film. Naturally, the audience has a 
hard time identifying with the characters, 
or even sympathizing with them. It is 
because the situation seems so unique 
that one cannot become very involved. 



Over the past month, the students 
have had time to adjust their attitudes 
regarding life at Windsong. How do they 
react now, when asked their opinions of 
the situation? 



Many of them liRe living at the 
apartments, and have learned to overlook 
the disadvantages, with two exceptions. 
Having to tye transported by bus is one 
problem most of the residents can neither 
solve nor accept. Unless equipped with 
excessive leg muscles, the girls must be 
ready to roll when the big, yellow bus is 
ready, regardless of their class schedules. 

The other problem is a matter of rain. 
The girls don’t mind getting a little wet, 
but when they happen to be in bed 
getting wet, the situation takes on 
disastrous proportions. For instance, by 
some quirk, the ceiling of the second 
floor exhibition apartment in the 
three-story complex went to pieces — 
literally! A freshman states quite 
seriously that “we’ve got a waterfall in 
the heating room.” But the girls have 
managed to balance these hardships with 
a double dose of good times, studious 
concentration, and the cultivation of 
friendships. But in case you’re wondering 
how the Avila co-eds harnassed nature, 
rest easy. Scientific know-how and 
common sense suppled the management 
with a sure-fire remedy. Said one 
water-baby, “They gave us styrofoam 
icebuckets to catch the rain.” 



Yet the situation is not unique, and this is 
the point of the film. There are people 
like this, and they are being treated any 
way but humanly, any way but 
sympathetically. The very end of the 
BOYS IN THE BAND finds Michael 
crying to Donald. He has collapsed under 
the weight of his problem, and he seems 
to be reaching out not so much to Donald 
as to the audience. In that instance it 
seems so clear-cut; one finds it hard to 
understand how people can be so cruel. 
As Michael said, “I don’t understand any 
of it. I never did.”

Last spring, when the idea of 
resurrecting the college newspaper first 
started gaining momentum, all were 
curious to know who the lucky faculty 
member would be who would direct the 
student publication. At the same time, 
the English department announced that 
Miss Mary Ann Shirley, a graduate of 
Avila of the class of ’64, with an MA in 
English from St. Louis University, class of

instructor in English.

STUDENT GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION 

Student Government Association, hereafter known as SGA, opened the activities 
for the academic year of 1970-1971 on August 27 as responsible members helped the 
incoming freshman move into their new apartments. On August 28 the executive 
board of SGA headed the orientation program for new students at Avila. Orientation is 
a means to acquaint new students with people they should know on campus. At this 
time SGA explained its structure, policies, and expectations for the future. 

On August 31, the first official meeting of SGA was held in lower Marian Center. 
SGA in itself consists of all the students on Avila’s campus. Student Council consists 
of the executive officers, class representatives, class presidents, the dorm council 
president, and representatives to faculty committees. This year the executive board is 
as follows: President — Cindy Adler; Vice President — Mary Ann Burke; Secretary — 
Pat Wosman; Treasurer — Cathy Fick; and Student Activities Board Chairman — Barb 
Walsh. The new business brought up concerned the two amendments which would 
complete the new constitution. The amendments were concerned with the SGA policy 
of allowing classes and clubs to arrange loans and recognizing the clubs and 
organizations on campus. The amendments were posted the week of September 21 and 
will be voted on September 28. Also discussed were the three committees that needed 
student representation. These three were the Educational policies Committee, the 
Library Committee, and the Administrative Council Committee. The choices for 
representatives were tabled until the next meeting. 

On September 7, the second meeting of SGA was held in lower Marian Center. 
There was some discussion about class moderators and they were to be chosen by each 
class as opposed to being appointed. The Council elected to choose Sr. Rosemary 
Flanigan for the freshman class since the freshmen were not familiar with the needs 
and duties of a moderator. Another committee was set up to investigate graduation 
and the exercises connected with the ceremony. Dean Scott is chairman of the 
committee. There was also some interest expressed as to why there was a $35 general 
fee over and above the $25 activity fee. Missy Stewart, Pat Wosman, and Jean Jackson 
were to speak with Mr. Bennett about the allocation of this fee. It was decided that 
the next meeting would be a closed meeting with voting to take place for the 
representatives on the three committees discussed previously. 

On September 14, the SGA held a closed meeting in the small dining room in 
Upper Marian Center. Jeanie Schmidt was elected junior representative for the 
Education Policies Committee. Elected as senior representative for the Administrative 
Council was Bea Bauer, with Bev Orschlen elected as junior representative. The Library 
Committee has Loretta Johnson as its representative by unanimous vote. There was a 
report made on the $35 general fee which is used in part for the upkeep of Marian 
Center which does not have any income of its own. Council felt that this use was 
qualified and no further discussion was needed. Council was notified that the Student 
Handbook would come out around September 20. The matter of Council absentees 
was brought up, and Council chose to follow the previous year’s policy of dismissing a 
member who had three unexcused absences. Class Presidents were told to choose their 
SGA alternates and to start the cadre system into action. Sister Maria Loyola notified 
Council of the joint faculty/student newssheet that would come out weekly. Any 
student news wishing to be placed on the newssheet should be in Sister’s office by 
Thursday.
